MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 

The meeting was held in the Board Room, Phoenix 
Public Library, Dec. 10, 1955. Frances Fleming presided 

Minutes of the previous Executive Board meeting were 
read and approved. 

Frank Schneider, Treasurer, reported a balance on hand, 
December 8, 1955, of $881.50. 

Harold Batchelar rendered no report on the Librarian, 
but advised that the Fall Issue of the magazine would be 
forthcoming shortly after the Christmas holidays. 

Old Business: 

Public Library Committee— 

The President reported that to date only Sue Gondek 
had accepted an appointment to serve on the committee. 
She will make further requests. 

College and Special Library Committee— 

Fleming Benyett had no report to give. Harold Batche- 
lor suggested the name of Warren Kuhn, a new member of 
the Association, for appointment. 

Audit and Finance Committee—- 

Frank Schneider reported that he was the only member 
of the committee. More members will be named to assist 
him, the President said. 

Membership Committee— 

In the absence of Gertrude Keuhl, Fleming Bennett 
reported briefly to say that she had written to other state 
library associations, asking for sample forms used in mem- 
bership drives. No replies had been received. Mr. Bennett 
reported that flyers were being prepared in conjunction with 
the membership drive of the Committee in January. Harold 
Batchelor suggested the establishment of life memberships 
for the association, the money received to be applied toward 
the scholarship fund. 

Recruitment Committee— : 

In the absence of Lutie Higley no report was given. 

Federal Relations— 

Mildred Donham reported on attitudes of senators and 
representatives concerning the Library Services Bill. Mar- 
guerite Pasquale reported the issuance of 4,000 flyers at the 
AEA meeting in Tucson. An appeal for letters to lawmakers 
was made to faculty members of the University of Arizona 
through the November issue of the Arizona Bookmark. Mr. 
Mulford Winsor, of the State Department of Library and 
Archives, is working on a state plan and promised to send 
information of his progress to newspapers of the state, Mrs. 
Donham said. Mr. Batchelor made the motion that the 
President send a letter of commendation to Mr. Winsor. 
Fleming Bennett seconded the motion, and it carried. 
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School Library Committee— 

Marguerite. Pasquale reported that brochures recom- 
mending membership in ASLA are being sent to all school 
librarians who are not currently members. She reported 
that a questionnaire was being prepared that should lead 
to the further development of school libraries. 

New Business: 

The need for additional monies needed by committee 
-hairmen was discussed. The present sum of $15.00 was 
thought to be inadequate. Fleming Bennett moved that 
chairmen be given permission to spend up to $50.00 annually 
for activities of their committees. Harold Batchelor sec- 
onded the motion, and it carried. 

The President reported that the Salt River Valley 
Library Association had offered to contribute $25.00 toward 
the ASLA Scholarship Fund. The decision to establish a 
total amount for the fund was postponed until the time of 
the 1956 Convention in order that all members of the Asso- 
ciation might have a part in this important action. Miss 
Fleming asked the committee members to re-examine the 
award in the light of present tuition rates in degree-granting 
library schools. 

The President asked for suggestions for membership 
on the Nominating Committee. The following names were 
submitted: Winona Clark, Eugenia Fox and Fran Hubbard. 
Letters will be sent to these members, asking for their par- 
ticipation. 

Miss Fleming read a letter from Dorothy Hardaway con- 
cerning the convention, which will be held in Prescott, April 
6-7, 1956. She outlined the general order of business and 
asked for suggestions. It was decided by the Executive to 
delete the Business Meeting on Sunday morning from the 
convention program. Jane Hudgins volunteered to work 
with the Program Committee. 

There being no further business, the meeting was ad- 
journed.
